Citing a "clerical error", a Brampton 
councillor is drawing criticism for 
failing to disclose a conflict of interest 
related to a local news organization. 

The accusations, related to Wards 1 
& 5 local councillor Paul Vicente, stem 
from a July 10 vote to award a 
$150,000 contract to Brampton Focus, 
of which Vicente was a co-founder. 

The contract was given to the non- 
profit news organization to provide 
video and audio support, including 
livestreams of city council meetings 
and associated equipment. 

The matter was brought to light in 
an official complaint to the city's in- 
tegrity commissioner by local resident 
Bruce Marshall, who said that Vicente 


is still listed on the board of directors 
for the news organization, and should 
not have voted on the contract. 

"T have forwarded this document to 
the Integrity Commissioner so that it 
can be authenticated by her, because 
taxpayers deserve to know that every- 
thing was above board in awarding 
this contract to Brampton Focus," said 
Marshall, who indicated that the doc- 
ument was signed and stamped by a 
government official on each page. 
"Right now, they are not so sure." 

According to an op-ed article writ- 
ten by founder Michael Charbon, 
Brampton Focus has "no party affilia- 
tion and no council favorites... the 
group has delivered an independent

platform that has made a significant 
impact on the political and media 
scene of Brampton.” 

In a joint statement earlier this 
week, both Vicente and Santos, the 
latter of whom served on the Bramp- 
ton Focus board up through Dec. 2017, 
stated that neither had received renu- 
meration in their roles as volunteers 
for the organization. 

“Paul Vicente and Rowena Santos 
were volunteer members of the board 
of Brampton Focus until they officially 
resigned from their positions in Dec. 
2017," the statement read. 
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Emotions reach fever pitch at Black Caucus deputation

Ontario's first Black Cau- 
cus is making its mark this 
summer, by holding the 
first-ever deputation ses- 
sions into anti-Black 
Racism with stakeholders 
from key divisions. 

Last week, Brampton 
North MPP Kevin Yarde 
held the third of the depu- 
tation series at Chris Gib- 
son Recreation Centre, 
with attendees represent- 
ing different sectors in- 
cluding Culture, Poverty 
Reduction and Housing, 
Criminal Justice, Immigra- 
tion and Settlement, and 
Youth. 

"We listened, we 
learned, and we are more 
aware of the changes 
needed to address anti- 
Black racism to enhance 
the lives of Ontarians in 
the Black community," 
Yarde told the packed 
room. 

The intensity of wit- 
nesses describing their ex- 
periences was emotionally 
intense to the point that, 


for the fourth deputation 
session held this week at 
Queen's Park, a Social 
Worker was engaged on 
stand-by in case testimony 
retriggered a traumatic 
event. 

Although the Queen's 
Park session was meant to 
address citizenship and 
immigration issues, it soon 
became clear from the 
deputations that Canada's 
immigration point-system 
and income-levels pre- 
sented barriers to Black 
family reunification that 
have led to an unravelling 
of community fabric in 
ways not experienced by 
other racialized identities. 

Without _intergenera- 
tional supports, there is a 
greatly-increased risk of 
families losing children to 
institutional care. 

In 2014, the Toronto Star 
reported that 41 per cent 
of the children and youth 
in the care of the Chil- 
dren’s Aid Society of 
Toronto are black. How- 


ever, only 8.2 per cent of 
Toronto’s population 
under the age of 18 is 
black. 

By contrast, 37 per cent 
of kids in the care of the 
Toronto CAS are white, at 
a time when more than 
half of the city’s population 
under the age of 18 is 
white. 

Family breakdown, 
which intersects with a 
doubled risk for blacks to 
experience poverty as 
compared to whites, 
means it is even more pro- 
hibitive to access to legal 
services for non-criminal 
events such as immigra- 
tion, worker injury claims, 
family law, tenants rights 
and other job-related is- 
sues. 

When the Ontario gov- 
ernment axed $133 million 
from Legal Aid Ontario, it 
made a very bad situation 
very much worse. 

"This government action 
is an abdication of fairness 
and justice," said Sean 


Richard, past President of 
the Canadian Association 
of Black Lawyers. 

Duty Counsel, no-cost 
legal advice for more rou- 
tine matters that was 
available at provincial 
courts, was cancelled this 
past June. 

What looks like up-front 
savings on Legal Aid On- 
tario funding is a false

economy for increased 
longer term costs. 
Lawyers predict, sooner 
rather than later, there 
will be even more backlog 
in the Court dockets and a 
higher risk of wrongful 
convictions, ruining hopes 
for individuals and devas- 
tating impact on families. 
On Aug. 13, the federal 
government announced 


that $26.8 million funding 
would be directed refugee 
and immigration Legal 
Aid. 

"While I appreciate the 
workaround, the relief is 
one-time without a plan 
beyond this fiscal year,” 
said Yarde. “And the fund- 
ing gap is still more than 
$100 million." 


Suspect sketch released in homicide case

Peel Police have released 
a composite sketch of one 
of the suspects involved in 
a fatal stabbing that 
claimed the life of a Bramp- 
ton man. 

The suspect was one of 
five males who had an al- 
tercation with 63 year-old 
Glensbert Oliver and his 
son early in the morning of 
Aug. 2. 

The male suspects were 
committing minor property 
offences at the time, which 
led to one of them escalat- 
ing to murder. Glensbert 
was later pronounced dead 
at the scene, while his son 
suffered non-life-threaten- 
ing wounds. 

In a statement, police say 
the sketch represents the 
person they believe is re- 
sponsible for the murder. 

“All suspects are being 
sought in relation to the 
murder, however, police are 
recommending that the in- 


volved males 
seek _ legal 
counsel, and 
turn them- 
selves in,” a 
spokesperson 
with Peel Po- 
lice said.

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Hajdu boasts job creation at Peel pit stops 


As many students prepare 
for back to school, federal em- 
ployment minister Patty Hajdu 
did her homework on the 
Canada Summer Jobs program 
with a tour of Peel Region. 

Wednesday saw four stops, 
in Brampton and Mississauga, 
to hear from employers and 
youth on how they are benefit- 
ing from the program.

Mississauga saw 
more than 300 jobs created 
with nearly $1 million from the 
annual program. 

"Our government has dou- 
bled Canada Summer Jobs to 
more than 70,000 placements 
in 2019," said Hajdu. "There 
were 35,000 positions in 2015 
under the prior government." 

Under the Youth Employ- 
ment Strategy, the program 
funds Wage subsidies to create 
quality summer work experi- 
ences for young people aged 15

to 30 years. Qualified employ- 
ers draw from not-for-profit 
organizations, the public-sec- 
tor, and small businesses with 
50 or fewer full-time employ- 
eesh 

University of Toronto Missis- 
sauga student Ratal Zehra was 
enthusiastic about her place- 
ment with ACER-ACRE 
Canada. The four-person not- 
for-profit conducts environ- 
mental research to assess the 
impact of climate change on 
tree growth. "Not many of my 
friends found a job right after 
graduation - especially in their 
area of study," said Ratal. 
"I was able to directly use my 
joint degree in geography and 
biology immediately in re- 
search." 

The program's job bank 
helps to match businesses fac- 
ing barriers to hiring with 
young workers who can expe- 
rience barriers to landing a 
job. In 2019, new expanded el- 
igibility for youth was no 
longer restricted to full-time 
registered students. 


Because students are also 
employers through Student 
Unions, Minister Hajdu joined 
Mississauga- Erindale MP Iqra 
Khalid at University of 
Toronto - Mississauga. More 
than 20 jobs were created for 
University of Toronto Camp 
leaders to run summer pro- 
grams for children aged 4-12 
years. 

Minster Hajdu recalled how 
her achieving her degree was 
extended an extended process, 
owing to family circumstances. 
She completed her final 
courses on a part-time basis. 
"By keeping at it, I was the 
first in my family to attend, 
and then graduate with a post- 
secondary degree," she said.

Mayor Patrick Brown told 
the board that talks with 
Brampton Focus managers 
Don McLeod and Fazal Khan 
had been continuous for a 
half year, or in all respects 
soon after Brampton's new 
council was confirmed last 
December. He included they 
had initially requested 
$300,000 in subsidies. 

An ongoing staff report to 
the committee said Brampton 
Focus is Neighborhood Watch 
Brampton's "parent organiza- 
tion." The city is stressing the 
"network wellbeing" part of 
the activity as a staff report 
depicted the association with 
Brampton Focus as a chance 
to utilize the news source to 
"advance city informing." 

In a correction sent to Peel 
Weekly News, a spokesperson 
for the city stated that "on 
July 10, 2019, based on a re- 
quest from Brampton 
Focus/Neighbourhood Watch, 
Brampton City Council 
passed a resolution for staff 
to allocate up to $150,000 


from the Community Safety 
Project to fund the 6-month 
expansion of the Neighbour- 
hood Watch Program. This is 
to include workshops with 
the captains and advocates, 
and will be in consultation 
with the Community Safety 
Advisory Committee." 

The city's media relations 
office also stated that the 
committee goals taught "(a) 
Key Communications band 
together with Brampton 
Focus, where pertinent, to 
give video creation and sub- 
stance benefits, and guaran- 
tee the outlet proactively gets 
the city's correspondences to 
share over their social chan- 
nels as a way to improve net- 
work security." 

Despite their close ties and 
history with both organiza- 
tions and its principals, nei- 
ther Vicente or Santos 
declared pecuniary interests 
before voting to give former 
colleagues and the media 
channel they worked with a 
significant amount of taxpay- 
ers’ money. 

Vicente was one of Bramp- 


ton Focus' founding directors, 
which was initiated after mu- 
nicipal elections in 2014 by 
local politicians and unsuc- 
cessful candidates. Santos 
served on the board of direc- 
tors of the internet broad- 
caster until Dec. 2017. 

"As Mayor, I see no conflict. 
They are hard-working, pas- 
sionate community activists 
that volunteered with a not- 
for-profit,” said Brown. 

In a statement provided to 
Peel Weekly News, Marshall 
said the document was pro- 
duced on July 18, and lists a 
"Corporation Point in Time 
Report" as July 10, the date of 
the vote. The data suggests at 
least one of the councillors 
should have abstained from 
debating or voting in this 
issue, he said. 

"Taxpayers want the Mayor 
and the ten city councillors to 
explain why they didn't ask 
for a list of the Board of Di- 
rectors before agreeing to 
hand over $150,000 of tax- 
payers' money to Brampton 
Focus," said Marshall. 


A 57 year-old Brampton 
man is under arrest in 
connection with a house 
explosion that occurred 
earlier this week. 

The arrest stems from

Trudeau slammed for conflict of interest in new report

The ongoing case of the SNC 
Lavalin scandal took another 
sharp turn Wednesday, as 
Prime Minister Justin 
Trudeau was cited for contra- 
vening the Conflict of Interest 
Act. 

The decision was listed in a 
report released by Ethics 
Commissioner Mario Dion, 
one day after Trudeau was in 
Toronto for a meeting with 
Mayor John Tory. 

The federal ethics watchdog 
cited Trudeau for violating 
the Conflict of Interest Act by 
unbecomingly pressuring for- 
mer proctor general Jody Wil- 
son-Raybould to hesitate in 


the criminal prosecution of 
Quebec’s SNC-Lavalin. 

Mario Dion says Trudeau's 
attempts to influence Wilson- 
Raybould on the body contra- 
vened Section 9 of the 
perform, which prohibits 
public party holders from sec- 
ond-hand their position to try 
to influence a decision that 
would improperly further the 
private interests of a third 
party. 

"Commissioner Dion found 
that partisan political inter- 
ests were improperly put to 
the Attorney General for con- 
sideration in the matter, con- 
trary to longstanding 


constitutional principles re- 
lating to prosecutorial inde- 
pendence and the rule of law," 
reads the Trudeau II Report, 
which was released Wednes- 
day morning. 

Dion says there's little 
doubt that SNC-Lavalin's fi- 
nancial benefit would have 
been furthered had Trudeau 
succeeded in convincing Wil- 
son-Raybould to capsize a res- 
olution by the director of 
general prosecutions, who 
had rejected to invite the 
Montreal engineering giant to 
negotiate a remediation 
agreement to avoid criminal 
prosecution and fraud

charges. Dion says Trudeau 
also improperly pushed Wil- 
son-Raybould to consider par- 
tisan politics interests in the 
matter, adverse to constitu- 
tional principles on prosecu- 
torial independence and the 
rule of justice. 

"The Prime Minister, di- 
rectly and through his senior 
officials, used various means 
to exert influence over Ms. 
Wilson-Raybould. The author- 
ity of the Prime Minister and 
his office was used to circum- 
vent, undermine and _ ulti- 
mately attempt to discredit 
the decision of the Director of 
Public Prosecutions as well as 
the authority of Ms. 
Wilson-Raybould as_ the 
Crown's chief law officer," 
Dion’s ruling reads. 

Wilson-Raybould quit 
Trudeau's cabinet in February 
over the matter, followed by 
friend and closet ally Jane 
Philpott shortly after. Both 
Wilson-Raybould and Philpott 
are running as independent 
candidates. 

In a_ short statement 
Wednesday, Wilson-Raybould 
said that she was refraining 
from comment until she has 
"read the report in its en- 
tirety." 

The SNC-Lavalin affair also 
led to the resignation of 
Trudeau’s principal secretary, 
Gerald Butts, who later re- 
joined the PM’s election team 
last month. 


The scandal also marked 
the moment when the Con- 
servatives, under leader An- 
drew Scheer, first began 
leading in public opinion polls 
in a sustained fashion. 

Two months out from the 
next federal election, the Lib- 
erals and the Conservatives 
are neck and neck in national 
polls. 

In a news conference held 
Wednesday afternoon, federal 
NDP leader Jagmeet Singh 
said that the report is a 
“bombshell”. 

“Voters should use that [the 
scandal] as evidence of what 
will happen in the future," 
said Singh. 

Conservative leader Andrew 
Scheer also reacted to the re- 
port, saying that it is a “guilty 
verdict” for Trudeau during a 
news conference. 

“Trudeau may never face a 
court of law in this public 
scandal, but he will have to 
face the public over the next 
few weeks,” said Scheer. 

This isn’t the first instance 
of Trudeau breaking the fed- 
eral ethics act. In 2017, 
Trudeau was cited to have 
contravened the act in “four 
ways” for accepting accom- 
modations related to an indi- 
vidual who had lobbied his 
office. 

The federal election will 
take place on Oct. 21.

Anyone slamming on the 
brakes at a yellow light be- 
cause of a camera is being an 
idiot. Don't drive through 
red lights, come to a reason- 
able stop, and there's no 
issue. If you're concerned, 
drive slower. 

I live in a neighborhood 
with an elementary school, 
and I'm happy to drive well 
within the speed limit and 
safely approach intersec- 
tions as some idiot behind 
me comes roaring up at 70 - 
go km. They can go take a 
hike if they're in a hurry, 

I'm not changing my driv- 
ing habits for them. That's 
what's causing accidents, 
being unpredictable. 

Using the cameras to en- 
force this is bad for a few 
reasons, not the least of 
which is they don't do what 
they advertise. 

They don't reduce acci- 
dents and often increase 
them, they don't hold the 
lawbreaker responsible since 
they ticket innocent people 
every day who have broken 
no laws, they penalize own- 
ers of the vehicle for infrac- 
tions that no one would 
consider red-light running 
and don't actually cause ac- 
cidents, statistically speak- 
ing. 
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The vast majority of T- 
bone accidents are caused by 
things cameras can't pre- 
vent, such as intoxication, 
weather, distraction, police 
chases, etc. 

How does the camera stop 
the most common causes of 
red-light running accidents? 
Simple, they don't. 

Then add in the profit mo- 
tive, where the companies 
and cities only get paid if 
people break the law. They 
actually budget for people 
running red lights. 

Well, what if the systems 
actually worked and people 
stopped running red lights?

According to the City of 
Toronto, the city gave out 
89,079 red-light tickets 
throughout the year of 2018, 
a record-breaking number 
compared to the 60,484 tick- 
ets that were given out the 
year before in 2017. 

The city installed over 70 
new devices throughout 
2018, making the total num- 
ber of red-light cameras 
throughout the city at a 
whopping 149. 

These newer cameras are 
"much better at assembly 
testimony under harsh 
weather conditions", mean- 
ing that you no longer get off 
the hook if it was snowing. 

There are 33 active red- 


light cameras in Peel: 14 in 
Brampton and 19 in Missis- 
sauga. 

Last year, 7,009 red light 
camera tickets were issued 
in Mississauga and 6,996 in 
Brampton. The set fine for a 
red-light camera violation is 
$325, meaning Mississauga 
made $2,277,925 while 
Brampton $2,273700. 

It’s free money for the city, 
and our taxes still keep going 
up, but any services pro- 
vided by the cities are 
shrinking. 

We can see the data. 
60,484 tickets that were 
given out the year before in 
2017, and 89,079 red-light 
tickets throughout the year 
of 2018 show the number of 
tickets often increase year 
over year. 

These numbers are show- 
ing a definite trend. Of 
course! It means there’s no 
fear of these cameras. If 
there was any fear, the num- 
bers would have decreased, 
not increased. 

Then, let's talk about the 
camera companies and 
cities. They slipped the au- 
thorization into law in the 
dead of night with a payoff 
to a corrupt legislator, they 
sue to stop citizens from 
having elections when they 
rise and petition to have a 
vote. Then there are the nu- 
merous constitutional issues 
like due process, equal pro-

Police get new powers to investigate missing persons 


Police will now have 
access to additional 
tools that will help lo- 
cate missing residents 
more quickly, local 
politicians and Peel Po- 
lice revealed last week 
during a packed news 
conference. 

Interim Chief Chris 
McCord, who appeared 
alongside local MPPs, 
provided an overview 
on the Missing Persons 
Act, proclaimed by the 
government on July 1, 
2019, which provides 
police with three addi- 
tional tools to use when 
there is no evidence a 
crime has been commit- 
ted. 

Families and loved 
ones also no _ longer 
have to wait out 24 
hours before contacting 
police if they fear 
someone is missing and 
are concerned for their 
safety and well-being. 

“Police and family 
members tell us that 


the first hours after 
someone goes missing 
are the most critical,” 
said Parliamentary As- 
sistant Christine Hoga- 
rth, who spoke at a 
news conference on Fri- 
day. “That’s why we’re 
providing our frontline 
heroes with more tools 
to find our loved ones.” 

The three additional 
tools will be used when 
there is no evidence a 
crime has been commit- 
ted. These will allow 
police to: 

¢ Obtain copies of 
records that may assist 
in a search; 

¢ Obtain a court order 
to allow entry into a 
premise to search fora 
missing person; and 

e Make an urgent de- 
mand for records with- 
out a court order in 
certain urgent circum- 
stances. 

The act sets out tests 
to obtain court authori- 
zation for access to 


records or search war- 
rants, and to execute 
urgent demands for 
records. 

It also requires police 
and the courts to con- 
sider privacy issues and 
whether there is evi- 
dence that the person 
does not wish to be lo- 
cated. 

The act also includes 
guidelines on what in- 
formation police may 
disclose about a miss- 
ing person before and 
after they have been lo- 
cated. 

“Peel Police receive 
more than 2,000 miss- 
ing person reports 
every year,” said Chief 
McCord. 

“The  government’s 
changes to the Missing 
Persons Act will pro- 
vide officers with addi- 
tional tools to assist in 
investigations and bol- 
ster our ability to locate 
missing loved ones ina 
timely fashion.” 


Previously, when a 
person went missing 
without evidence of 
criminal activity, police 
were limited in the 
ways they could investi- 
gate. 

The new legislation 
allows police to re- 
spond to missing per- 
son investigations 
rapidly while balancing 
concerns for an individ- 
ual’s privacy. 

“Ensuring the safety 
and security of the peo- 
ple in our government’s 
most fundamental re- 
sponsibility,” said Mis- 
sissauga-Streetsville 
MPP Nina Tangri. 

“We are committed to 
ensuring that police in 
Peel and across Ontario 
have what they need to 
protect the public and 
put justice for victims 
and the center of every- 
thing they do.” 

There is also an alter- 
nate procedure for po- 
lice examinations 


concerning missing 
children in the 
province. One of the 
cops' fundamental de- 
vices is an Amber Alert, 
which can be issued in 
certain pressing cases 
to reach Ontarians over 
the region with an end 
goal to help police find 
missing kids. 

Recent incidents high- 
lighted by Peel Police 
have revealed _ that 


some local residents 
have been utilizing 9-1- 
1 asa platform to com- 
plain about the notices, 
which are often accom- 
panied by loud noises 
and can be delivered at 
any time of the day. 

Individuals who use 
9-1-1 as an objection's 
hotline have been criti- 
cized as taking up basic 
crisis assets.

Dear Minister Lecce: 

On behalf of the Peel Dis- 
trict School Board, congrat- 
ulations on your role as 
Minister of Education. 

As we have discussed in 
person, we look forward to 
working with you as an ed- 
ucation partner to truly, 
positively impact the lives of 
children in the communities 
we serve. We hope for your 
collaboration and openness 
as we advocate on behalf of 
Peel board students. 

As you are likely aware, 
TeachON, an American lob- 
bying group, has established 
itself in Ontario to “address 
the disparity in government 
funding for families whose 
children attend an inde- 
pendent school in Ontario 
best suited to their educa- 
tional needs.” 

As public school trustees, 
supporting the needs of the 
all learners in the wards in 
which we serve, I am writ- 


ing to you on behalf of the 
Peel board to share our sig- 
nificant concerns related to 
any lobbying campaign that 
promotes and supports the 
funding of private schools 
over public schools. 

A strong public education 
system, open to all, is the 
cornerstone of a healthy, in- 
clusive and productive com- 
munity. Communities 
cannot thrive unless public 
education is adequately 
funded and supported. 

This is why public taxes 
must continue to be directed 
towards supporting public 
education—every child de- 
serves the same opportunity 
to access high-quality edu- 
cation in the communities in 
which they live. 

Private school advocacy 
campaigns inaccurately por- 
tray the public school sys- 
tem as failing and as an 
inferior option for families. 

Reducing funding to pub- 
lic education impacts class 
sizes and program offerings, 
creating the illusion that the 
public school system is inad- 
equate. 

With proper funding, we 
can continue to meet the ac- 
ademic, social and emo- 
tional needs of all learners. 


The assumption that pri- 
vate school education is su- 
perior to public education is 
one that we look forward to 
dispelling. 

Peel board students con- 
sistently achieve academic 
and personal excellence, 
with access to high-quality 
learning and extracurricular 
opportunities. 

By incentivizing the pur- 
suit of private options that 
will lead to the defunding of 
public schools, we will foster 
systems of inequity and un- 
necessary barriers for our 
most vulnerable learners. 

We cannot afford to have 
governments who support 
private education over pub- 
lic education, offering tax 
breaks for families who are 
already able to pay for pri- 
vate school. 

Providing high-quality, ed- 
ucational opportunities for 
all students continues to be 
a goal of this board. 

We trust we can count on 
the support of locally elected 
officials to side with us in 
support of the success of 
every learner, including 
those who would be further 
marginalized by an under- 
funded public education sys- 
tem. 


Public subsidies for pri- 
vate schools reinforce sys- 
tems of social and economic 
inequality. Adequately 
funded public schools are 
best positioned to help stu- 
dents overcome these barri- 
ers so every child has an 
opportunity. 

We trust government offi- 
cials will set budget priori- 
ties that put students first, 
as we do, and ensure all chil- 
dren in Ontario receive fair 
and equitable access to edu- 
cation funding.

$7.3 million in grant funding announced for Algoma

Algoma University will 
benefit from an_ ex- 
panded partnership with 
the city of Brampton, the 
post-secondary institu- 
tion announced last 
week. 

The public university, 
which currently offers a 
pair of bachelor’s degree

programs at their down- 
town office, announced 
that the city had invested 
a further $7.3 million in 
grant funding to help 
with the second phase of 
the institution’s planned 
expansion of facilities 
and programming in the 
downtown core. 


$27 million is also 
being contributed by Al- 
goma for the project, 
which aims to boost en- 
rolment capacity to 
1,000 students by 2023. 

“This continues to be 
an exciting period for the 
City of Brampton and for 
Algoma University as we 


work together to expand 
post-secondary options 
for the citizens. of 
Brampton,” Algoma’s 
president and vice-chan- 
cellor, Asima Vezina, said 
Thursday. 

“This investment will 
increase our campus 
footprint and accelerate

the University’s growth 
which will contribute to 
enhancing the vibrancy 
of the downtown and the 
retention of talent in the 
city.” 

The expansion is in- 
tended to augment the 
current suite of program- 
ming offered through the 
university’s Brampton lo- 
catiion, which includes a 
Bachelor of Business Ad- 
ministration and Bache- 
lor of Arts in Finance and 
Economics program. 

The university intends 
to offer computer sci- 
ence, psychology, and 
community economic 
and social development 
degree/certificate pro- 
grams by fall of next 
year. 

The new _ programs, 
along with anticipated 
future programming in 
Law and Justice and So- 
cial Work, will be housed 
within the Centre for So- 


cial, Cultural & Economic 
Innovation. 

In a statement, Bramp- 
ton Mayor Patrick Brown 
said that he was excited 
to see the expansion of 
the university’s program- 
ming in the heart of the 
city. 

“This investment is 
consistent with our term 
of Council priorities and 
Brampton 2040 Vision 
and moves us towards 
creating a City of Oppor- 
tunities,” said Brown. 

“(The city) is commit- 
ted to building long-term 
relationships with recog- 
nized and well-respected 
education partners on 
solutions that meet the 
needs and advance the 
aspirations of our city 
and future students.” 

The second phase of 
construction will com- 
mence this fall. 


Southwest Spread Project gets $1.5 million boost 


Work is now underway 
to expand a Brampton 
hospital chain’s innova- 
tive program for long- 
term care facilities in 
Peel. 

William Osler Health 
System’s (Osler) Preven- 
tion of  Error-Based 
Transfers (PoET) has re- 
ceived a $1.5 million in- 
vestment from Health 
Canada’s Health Care 
Policy Contribution Pro- 
gram, the chain an- 
nounced Tuesday, 

The funding will help 
fund the PoET Southwest 
Spread Project - a joint 
venture with McMaster 
University’s Department 
of Family Medicine - that 
will see the program ex- 
panded to the regions’ 
Local Health Integration 
Networks (LHINs) over a 


three-year period. 

The PoET program 
helps helps to prevent 
unnecessary or un- 
wanted transitions be- 
tween long-term care 
homes and_ hospitals, 
based on an ethical obli- 
gation to provide treat- 
ment for long-term care 
residents in end-of-life 
care. 

According to a recent 
release distributed by 
Osler, there has been a 
59 per cent reduction in 
repeated end-of-life tran- 
sitions for long-term care 
residents between care 
settings in the Central 
West LHIN. 

“PoET promotes high- 
quality end-of-life care, 
reduces unwanted and 
non-beneficial transfers 
to emergency depart- 


ments, and brings resi- 
dents’ voices to the fore- 
front of 
decision-making,” said 
Osler’s chief nursing 
exexecutive, Tiziana 
Rivera. “Thanks to 
Health Canada’s invest- 
ment, we will now be 
able to expand this high- 
impact project beyond 
the community — that 
Osler currently serves.” 
PoET was co-designed 
by Osler’s Dr. Jill Oliver, 
Health Care Ethicist, and 
Dr. Paula Chidwick, Di- 
rector, Clinical & Corpo- 
rate Ethics, who worked 
in partnership with local 
long-term care homes to 
ensure the initiative met 
the needs of patients. 
“PoET grew from our 
belief that an upstream 
approach to preventing 


consent-related errors 
could benefit long-term 
care residents,” said 
Chidwick. “We found 
that understanding what 
is important to residents 
can lead to fewer errors 
and fewer transfers for 


unwanted and unneces- 
sary treatment.” 

The PoET South West 
Spread Project will also 
include an evaluation of 
the work led by McMas- 
ter University’s Depart- 
ment of Family Medicine. 


It is anticipated that 
the potential cost- sav- 
ings to the _ broader 
health system could 
reach as high as $100 
million, if implemented. 
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Campaign office opening draws hundreds as election looms

Team Trudeau is at- 
tracting a talented group 
of like-minded profes- 
sionals, even as the clock 
for the federal election 
begins to tick down.

“The opening of this of- 


fice is really a milestone 
for my campaign, said 
Sidhu. “This is really 
where we are going to 
start putting our volun- 
teers and myself to work. 

We've been doing a lot 
of pre-campaign work, 
talking to people about 
their concerns and the is- 
sues they would like ad- 
dressed during the 
campaign,” she said. 

The team has a plat- 
form, great ideas and will 
be using the office to co- 
ordinate volunteers and 
host meetings, Sidhu told 
the packed crowd. 

“We cannot allow the 
Conservatives to take 
power, - just look at An- 
drew Scheer’s carbon 
plan,” Sidhu continued. 
“We work for Canadi- 
ans... it's absolutely es- 
sential that we push the 
Liberal program forward 
to help Canadians.” 

In the 2015 election, 
Sidhu picked up 45,464 
votes against Conserva- 
tive incumbent Kyle See- 


back, who recently picked 
up the nomination as the 
Conservative candidate 
in the Dufferin-Caledon 
riding. 

This time, Sidhu will be 
facing off against Conser- 
vative candidate Raman- 
deep Brar with a scant 
two months left in the 
race.

The school differs from 
other programs in its 
modern approach to learn- 
ing. Lectures are multi- 
media delivered with 
PowerPoint, whiteboard 
case analysis, group work 
and class collaboration. 

In addition, primary stu- 
dents are required to sub- 
mit work on _ Google 
Classroom to ensure rapid 
teacher feedback. All 
learning tools relate to 
critical analysis or under- 
standing of past and pres- 
ent issues. 

Children tackle issues 
that face them, such as 
childhood obesity, social 
media, and peer pressure. 

They learn history 
through weekly home- 
work, topics such as Pearl 


Harbour, the Hindenburg 
explosion, and the life of 
Genghis Khan. They study 
the masters of public 
speaking, people like Rev- 
erend Martin Luther King 


Jr., President Abraham 
Lincoln, and Malala 
Yousafzai. 


Older students learn the 
art of networking, acing 
interviews, and how to 
write persuasive personal 
essays. Highlights for the 
students include the yearly 
Quills vs. Quotes competi- 
tion, the end-of-year 
QUILL Talk, Drop the MIC 
night, impromptu speech 
games and the vocabulary 
challenges. 

The curriculum seeks to 
teach students to write, 
speak, and succeed while 
developing global knowl- 
edge. 

When asked about the 
teachers, founder Shauna 
Jain said that selecting the 
teachers was challenging. 

“They needed to meet 
certain strict criteria,’ Jain 
said, with a smile. “We 
were looking for engaging 
public speakers, excellent 
writers, motivating and 
passionate educators, with 


advanced English educa- 
tion. We interviewed 
many candidates before 
selecting our core group of 
teachers.” 

Past graduates testify to 
confidence in school pre- 
sentations, success in 
speech competitions, and 
excellence in academic 


work. RJ, a previously anx- 
ious public speaker, made 
it to the finals of his school 
speech competition.

other child, AK, who 
struggled in English class, 
graduated with honours in 
English and History this 
year. 

For Jain, the most satis- 
fying results are when stu- 
dents use their newly 
acquired skills to assume 
leadership positions, join 
clubs like Model UN, enter 
writing contests and feel 
empowered to succeed.

on Nov. 8, 2019 to apply for 
the program. 

“We encourage eligible 
residents to take advantage 
of this opportunity so that 
snow clearing and getting 
out of their driveway is 
made easier for them this 
winter,” said the city’s 
works operations and main- 
tenance director, Mickey 
Frost. “As this program only 
accepts a maximum of 300 
applicants on a first-come 


first-serve basis, residents 
should apply as soon as they 
can to secure their spot.” 

The program will run 
from Dec. 2, 2019 to Mar. 
27, 2020, with windrow 
snow Clearing will be com- 
pleted up to 36 hours after a 
snowfall has ended. 

A space in the windrow 
will be cleared (about three 
metres or 10 feet wide) to 
allow one car to get in and 
out of the driveway.

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Are You The Weakest Link?

Here is a true story, from 
which I learned a great lesson 
in life. 

Many years ago, I was living 
in Mauritius, the beautiful is- 
land where I was born, located 
in the middle of nowhere in the 
Indian Ocean. It was in the 
month of January of 1970 when 
I was just a little boy, staying at 
home with my dad one week- 
end while the rest of the family 
went out. 

In Mauritius, January is a 
month when cyclone season is 
in full swing. This weekend 
was no different. 

Back then, weather reporting 
was not as sophisticated and 
accurate as today and therefore 
warnings of cyclones were not 
the greatest. On this day, the 
weather changed completely 
from being sunny day to strong 
wind and dark clouds. 

Right at the point when my 
dad and I were finishing our 
lunch, the radio announced a 
category 3 cyclone heading to- 
wards the island. 

Both of us very quickly se- 
cured the house by placing 
rocks on the roof, strong pillars 
inside the house against the 
walls and nailing the door and 
windows. Our house was made 
of woods and metal sheets - 
and no concrete. Therefore, it 
was not the strongest. 

After some time, when the 
wind became quite strong, my 
father said, "I don't think this 
house can withhold the wind. 
We better seek shelter to the 


neighbour." I replied, "What are 
we waiting for ? Let's go." 

We packed some essentials 
and went to our neighbour's 
house, which was made of solid 
concrete and was on a higher 
level. 

From the window of our 
neighbour's house, I watched 
how the cyclone was trying to 
really shake our house. At a 
strength of 180 kilometres an 
hour, the cyclone tried its best 
to shake it from all directions, 
but it could do any damage at 
all because it could not find any 
weak part in the house. 

Our house was fifty years old 
at that time. During its lifetime, 
it had withheld several similar 
cyclones that were stronger. It 
had come always on top - a 
winner. 

As I was watching from the 
window, our house did battle 
for a good two hours against 
that strong wind until it found 
one weak point under one of 
the metal sheets on the roof. 

The wind knew where the 
weak point was as it tried its 
best to focus on that part. The 
wind then increased its speed 
and tried to peel that corner 
from all sides - North, South, 
East and West, but our house 
resisted for another good 
twenty minutes. The wind 
again intensified its speed and 
finally our house gave in. The 
minute the wind opened that 
corner just a little bit, it took 
less than one second for it to 
peel off the metal sheets from 


the roof, just like you would 
peel an orange. In one second 
there was a roof, and the next I 
could see my bedroom there. 

It was not until much later in 
my life that I realized the moral 
behind that cyclone and our 
house, after going through 
some turbulences in my own 
life. 

I learned that you should 
never show your weak points 
or your weakest links, because 
the minute they are discovered 
they will rip you apart in no 
time, just like that cyclone 
ripped the roof of our house in 
less than one second after it 
found out the weakest point. 

There are people, including 
close relatives and friends, who 
will go the extra length to find 
your weakest points and will 
take advantage of them in 
order to destroy your life, cre- 
ate tensions in relationship or 
even blackmail you. 

There are two types of weak- 
est points in a human being. 
The obvious ones could be any- 
thing, such as being too nice, 
too giving, too friendly, rich, 
poor, have a good family life, 
mentally and physically chal- 
lenged. People may not take ad- 
vantage of those because they 
are too noticeable. 

The other ones are, I call 
them, the "hidden weak 
points," and those make a per- 
son very vulnerable. 

The hidden weak points are 
normally not visible or trans- 
parent. Once those are discov- 


ered, they can really create 
havoc in one's life. For example, 
having a child from a different 
relationship, having a step sib- 
ling, having a lot of money but 
living a very moderate life, and 
having tension in marriage are 
all examples. 

How do you think a politician 
wins an election? It’s not be- 
cause he or she is just good. 

A politician wins an election 
because the opposition is weak, 
and most of the time, the weak 
points become his or her down- 
fall. 

Once the weak points, be 
they be in personal life, career 
life or even past political life, 
become public, that is when 
they are taken advantage of 
and hence creates his or her de- 
feat. 

My advice is to avoid show- 
ing your weak points in the 
public, to friends, relatives and 
other acquaintances. Do not 
show the slightest bit of infor- 
mation of your hidden weak 
points, because only you and 
yourself know about them. 

As long as they remain hid- 
den, your life will be that much 
more peaceful. 

You will be amazed that your 
closest friends, relatives and 
acquaintances can reveal your 
weak points if you are not care- 
ful, and just like the cyclone 
and our house, once the weak 
points are discovered, they will 
rip you apart in no time. 
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Local MP announces plan for 
national pharmacare 


A Brampton-based MP 
announced earlier this 
week that the federal 
government is laying the 
foundation for national 


pharmacare. 

The announcement, 
brought forward by 
Brampton North MP 


Ruby Sahota, concerning 
the final amendments to 
the Patented Medicines 
Regulations, which rep- 
resents the most signifi- 
cant reforms since their 
introduction in 1987. 
The new amendments 
will give the Patented 
Medicine Prices Review 
Board (PMPRB) the tools 
to protect residents from 
excessive prices and 
make patented medicines 
more affordable. 
“Millions of Canadians, 
including thousands in 
Brampton, rely on pre- 
scription drugs to stay 
healthy, manage chronic 
conditions and cure dis- 
ease—yet they pay some 
of the highest prices in 
the world,” said Sahota. 
The amendments will 
change the "basket" of 
countries Canada com- 
pares itself to when set- 
ting drug prices, so that 


prices in Canada will be 
judged against countries 
that actually look like it 
in terms of population, 
economy and approach to 
health care. 

The changes will also 
provide the PMPRB with 
the actual market price of 
medicines in Canada— 
rather than inflated list 
or "sticker" price—to 
more accurately assess 
whether a price is rea- 
sonable when setting a 
price ceiling. The regula- 
tions will also let the 
PMPRB consider whether 
the price of a drug actu- 
ally reflects the value it 
has for patients. 

“As I speak to residents 
in Brampton, in particu- 
lar our aging seniors, I 
understand the impor- 
tant role our government 
plays in taking tangible 
steps towards imple- 
menting a national phar- 
macare program.,” said 
Sahota. 

“This is a biggest step 
forward in lowering drug 
prices and ensuring the 
affordability and accessi- 
bility of prescription 
drugs for all Canadians.” 


Doing Our Part to Keep Dufferin-Caledon Safe

Dufferin-Caledon __ resi- 
dents continue to witness 
collisions and distracted 
driving across the commu- 
nity. 

While our police work dili- 
gently to keep Ontario roads 
safe, it is important for driv- 
ers to remain focused and 
vigilant on the road. 

Everyone needs to be a 
part of the solution to pre- 
vent fatal collisions, per- 
sonal injury, property 
damage and distracted driv- 
ing. 

Caledon OPP has reported 
a total of 18 fatal collisions 
over the past three years. 

During the same time pe- 
riod, the number of personal 
injury collisions rose from 
260 to 280 and the number 
of property damage colli- 
sions increased from 1,167 
to 1,239. 

While Caledon has had 
seven fatal motor vehicle 


collisions in 2016, and 8 
fatal motor vehicle colli- 
sions in 2017, Ontario had 
307 fatal collisions in 2016 
and 343 fatal collisions in 
2017. 

In addition, Caledon had 
1,434 total motor vehicle 
collisions in 2016 and 1,438 
total motor vehicle colli- 
sions in 2017. This is com- 
pared to Ontario’s total 
crashes of 67,450 in 2016 
and 68,794 in 2017. 

Some examples of extreme 
driving happen in the Re- 
gion of Peel. In August, a 
driver was caught going 128 
km/hr over the limit and 
was charged with stunt 
driving. 

In February, another 
driver was stopped by police 
for going 146 km/hr over 
the limit and was charged 
with stunt driving. 

In Ontario, one person is 
injured from distracted 


driving every half hour. 
Based on information from 
the OPP, 541 people were 
charged with distracted 
driving in Caledon during 
2017. 

This increased to 833 peo- 
ple charged with distracted 
driving in Caledon during 
2018. 

The fines for distracted 
driving are one more way 
we are keeping our commu- 
nity safe. If distracted driv- 
ers endanger other people 
on the roadways, they could 
face a licence suspension of 
up to two years, six demerit 
points, six months in prison, 
and a fine of up to $2,000 
for careless driving. 

Additionally, if they cause 
bodily harm or death, they 
could be charged with dan- 
gerous driving. 

This may lead to up to 10 
years in prison for bodily 
harm and up to 14 years in 


prison for causing death. 

To avoid distracted driving 
and its penalties, consider 
using our government’s tips: 

- turn off your phone or 
switch it to silent mode be- 
fore you get in the car 

- before you leave the 
house, record an outgoing 
message that tells callers 
you’re driving and you'll get 
back to them when you’re 
off the road 

- some apps can block in- 
coming calls and texts, or 
send automatic replies to 
people trying to call or text 
you 

- ask a passenger to take a 
call or respond to a text for 
you 

- if you must respond, or 
have to make a call or send 
a text, carefully pull over to 
a safe area 

- silence notifications that 
tempt you to check your 
phone 


We all need to do our part 
to keep Dufferin-Caledon 
roads safe.

A Mississauga athlete 
has landed a coveted spot 
at the national finals for 
Olympic hopefuls. 

The Canadian Olympic 
Committee has invited 
Rob Grzesiuk, 20, to the 
finals of its national 
Olympic talent search in 
Calgary. 

Grzesiuk was selected 
from a pool of close to 
2,000 athletes who partic- 
ipated in one of 30 local 
RBC Training Ground 
events this year. 

The national final in Cal- 
gary is the culmination of 
the committee’s cross- 
country, year-long search 
for new Olympic talent. 

Thirty athletes at the na- 
tional final will officially 
be selected as RBC ‘Future 
Olympians’ - receiving 
funding and resources to 
pursue their Olympic 
dreams.

His measurements, com- 
bined with results in 
benchmark speed, power, 
strength, and endurance 
tests, caught the eye of tal- 
ent scouts from Rowing 
Canada. After some addi- 
tional sport specific test- 
ing with the rowing 
scouts, they put his name 
forward for a national fi- 
nals invite. 

He is now in a group of 
100 athletes who will

Olympic and Paralympic 
Sport Institute Network 
(COPSIN). 

Dedicated to finding and 
supporting the next gener- 
ation of Canadian 
Olympians, RBC Training 
Ground has tested over 
7,000 athletes at 98 free 
local events in 35 different 
Canadian communities. 

Since 2016, RBC has pro- 
vided $1.3 million in sup- 
port to 87 different 
athletes identified through 
RBC Training Ground.

Milestone music anniversaries celebrated at blues fest

If you want good music, 
just come to the south side. 

The Southside Shuffle 
Blues & Jazz Festival returns 
to Port Credit Memorial 
Park on Sep. 6 - 8 with the 
largest selection of perform- 
ers yet - and a few surprises 
- as it celebrates several 
milestones in music history, 
including the 50th anniver- 
saries of the formation of 
the Downchild Blues Band 
and the legendary music fes- 
tival Woodstock. 

“Tt really takes a village to 
make an event like this hap- 
pen... if it weren’t for you, 
we wouldn’t be here today,” 
said Downchild founding 
member and Shuffle artistic 
director Chuck Jackson dur- 
ing a media launch for the 
festival held Tuesday. 

Started two decades ago in

Several marquee perform- 
ers are on top for this years 
festival, including April 
Wine lead singer Myles 
Goodwin, Montreal 
blues/roots singer Justin 
Saladino, “Queen of Rock” 
Sass Jordan and many other 
performers playing at four 
marquee stages throughout 
the park. 

The annual Beggars Blues 
Banquet will kick off the fes- 
tival on Thursday with a 
southern-style buffet, fol- 
lowed by a Friday night 
marquee on the Blues & 
Roots Jamstage alongside 
numerous marquee acts. 

The Street Shuffle will 
take over Port Credit on Sat- 
urday, featuring opening 
ceremonies, a _ top hat 
marching band, stilt walkers 
and much more beginning 
at 11 a.m., followed by live 
music being performed at 21 
venues throughout the vil- 
lage, along with a suite of 
performances throughout 
the evening including a trib- 
ute to the 50th anniversary 
of Woodstock at the Bright- 


water Stage headed by 
Lance Anderson at 8 p.m. 

The “Ladies Sing the 
Blues” throughout the 
weekend, with headline acts 
taking over multiple stages, 
including Krista Blondin’s 
Tribute to Janis Joplin, Judy 
Brown, Rita Chiarelli, Angel 
Forrest, Cheryl Lescom, 
Maria Aurigema and more. 

The festival will also fea- 
ture a vendor village with 
many goods and art for sale, 
food vendors -- and the park 
is fully licensed, allowing 
visitors to travel with their 
beverages to different stages 
throughout the park. 

Over the past two decades, 


the festival has attracted 
many marquee acts, includ- 
ing Buddy Guy, Mavis Sta- 
ples, Johnny Winter, Ronnie 
Hawkins, David Clayton- 
Thomas, The Fabulous 
Thunderbirds, Fathead, The 
Funk Brothers, Charlie Mus- 
selwhite and Sab, among 
others. 

This year’s festival is the 
biggest yet, and has been 
supported by many commu- 
nity partners throughout 
the village and beyond, said 
Shuffle board chair Kristine 
Kane. 

“It’s our twenty-first year, 
and we couldn’t have done it 
without all of you,” Kane

Following the celebra- 
tion of International 
Youth Day across the 
globe, Youth Activists 
Inc., a Caledon-based 
non-profit organization 
focusing on youth devel- 
opment, announced an 
expansion of youth pro- 
gramming for the 2019- 
20 school year. 

In conjunction to the 
funding that Youth Ac-

programming”, said 
Dmytro Basmat, the 
president of Youth Ac- 
tivists Inc., a community 
activist and 2018 Munic- 
ipal Election Candidate. 

“T can’t emphasize the 
importance of having a 
youth centre like Che’s 
Place in our community 
enough. With the string 
of gun violence through- 
out the GTA, it’s essen- 
tial that we get young 
people going down the 
right track,” he _ ex- 
plained. 

Basmat said his goals 
with the non-profit falls 
in line with the Peel 
Youth Charter, a charter 
signed by politicians and 
region officials that rep- 
resent all youth in the 
Region of Peel; a docu- 
ment that he aided in 
getting re-signed in 
2018. 

“The Peel Youth Char- 
ter is something I’ve al- 
ways believed in, and I 
will try my best to pro- 
vide youth in Peel Re- 
gion an experience that 


falls in line with the 
Charter’s objectives,” 
Basmat further added. 

Once off the ground, 
the organization will be 
hosting seminars, train- 
ings, and _ overnight 
camps that will give 
teenagers an opportu- 
nity to learn how to lead 
in their communities, all 
while serving different 
interests. 

Programming will be 
devised based off mod- 
ern leadership training, 
but will also be driven 
through personal expe- 
rience. 

Youth Activists Inc. 
currently plans to re- 
open its doors at the 
Youth Centre once 
school commences in 
September, and plans to 
host an inaugural lead- 
ership camp in October. 
Applications for the 
camp will be open to all 
students across Peel Re- 
gion.

Canada Post creates stamp for fallen resident 


A family loss or tragedy can take place at 
any time. On Saturday, Apr. 16, 2011 the 
Kearn family experienced that loss first 
hand. 

Kearn Nedd was taking part in a poker 
tournament at an establishment in the City 
of Brampton. At this time, a group of men 
entered the establishment and made a de- 
mand for money. While one of the victims 
was being struck with a gun, Kearn Nedd 
intervened, was shot and died later that 
day. 

Kearn’s family was devastated by his 
senseless death. Not a day has gone by 
where his loss has not been felt by his fam- 
ily. 

By supporting each other and remember- 
ing the joy that Kearn brought into their 
lives, they have been able to get through the 
endless days, months and years without 
him. 

On April 12, 2012, investigators from the 
Peel Regional Police Homicide and Missing 
Persons Bureau arrested five people in re- 
lation to Kearn Nedd’s death. The investi- 
gation was overseen by a core group of 
homicide investigators with the assistance 
of uniform personnel and criminal investi- 
gators region wide. All five arrested parties 
were prosecuted for the homicide. 


In the summer of 2018, Canada Post cre- 
ated a variety of designed stamps honour- 
ing the work done by police officers, 
firefighters and paramedics. Of these, the 
Police Officer stamp was unveiled in the na- 
tion’s capital. 

Once the stamp became available, one of 
Kearn’s family members, who was em- 
ployed by Canada Post, connected with Peel 
Police to recognize and thank the officers 
involved in solving Kearn’s murder. The 
family member presented the investigators 
with a portrait of the Police stamp.
